TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I hope you will allow mo space to bring 
before the public somo details of the scheme 
recently sanctioned by the Commissioners of 
National Education, an outline of which was, a 
fortnight ago, forwarded to the managers and 
the schools in the Dublin districts. 

Briefly, these are the facts: Children leave 
the national schools at too early an age, aud 
only a very small percentage of them complete 
the course for fifth standard, and attempt that 
for sixth standard. They are thus very far 
from being educated in any effective sense of 
the word, and are consequently handicapped all 
through their lives, and in the great majority 
of cases are condemned to the lot of unskilled 
workers to the end of the chapter. In the 
words of the Commissioners’ circular, “ The 
failure of so many children to complete the 
sixth standard course is a serious obstacle to 
their progress and their ultimate usefulness.” 
The circular continues: “To promote this aim 
(the retention of pupils at school until they 
have completed the sixth standard course), and 
to facilitate the entrance of pupils into tech- 
nical schools, apprenticeship, or employment, 
the Commissioners have instituted a higher 
grade certificate for boys and girls who have 
attended regularly for at least one year in the 
sixth or higher standard, and have attained a 
satisfactory proficiency, The higher grade 
certificate is intended to be reliable evidence 
that the boy or girl to whom it has been awarded 
has had a good elementary education.” 

The foregoing is the preamble, so to speak, 
of the Act, and in order to ensure the carrying 
out of the scheme, “ The Commissioners have 
appointed a committee consisting of principal 
teachers of national schools in Dublin and dis-

THE FEEDING OF DAIRY CATTLE, 


The Department of Agriculture have carried 
oub with very good results a few experunents 
in the feeding of dairy cattle with dried yeast, 
which ia practically unknown in Ireland as a 
food for live stock. The dried yeast—which is 
a food extremely rich in albuminoids—wase 
tested against decorticated cotton cake, and 
gave equally good results, In England experi- 
ments have also been carried out with thie 
feeding stuff, and the results proved it was of 
considerable value as food for cattle and pigs. 
In the report published in the Press of the 
deputation from the County Dublin Food Pro- 
duction Committee, which attended at the De. 
partment's offices on the lth inet., it was 
stated that this food could be procured at 
present in quantity. The Department, how- 
ever, understand that the quantity of dried 
yeast hitherto available was limited, and that 
now, owing t the reduction in brewing, the 
quantity for sale will be even atill more 
restricted.

In a note to Dr. Wilde's 
aper on animal remains, read before the Royal 
rish Academy in 1859, O'Donovan says: “1 do 
not think we have had the ass long. Asal was 
the name of a man at & very early period; but 
it does not mean anuas. 

lt may be added that the Irish ass does not 
ap in Lrish literature before the end of the 
eighteenth century. The ass mentioned in 
Middle Irish translations is that of Palestine: 
it ie as much a foreign animal as the lion or

School and Synod. 


‘The’ innovation of making an. educa- 
tional expert Minister of Education has 
been quickly justified. Mr. A. L. Fisher's 
statement yesterday will impress the 
country as deeply as it impressed the 
House of Commons. ‘The war has con- 
vinced all classes of Englishmen that the 
whole system of national education must 
be improved. The Government is willing 
to furnish the money, and it has dis- 
covered a man whose brains and imagina- 
tion are adequate to the task of reform. 
Mr. Fisher unfolded the outlines of his 
great scheme with masterly ease and clear- 
ness. Every Irishman ought to read 
every line of his statement not once, but 
many times, We can deal here only with 
its general principles. Inthe first place, 
the Government intends to co-ordinate 
the three main systems from the bottom 
of the primary school to ‘the top of the 
University: it will fill such gaps as are 
now created by the lack of rural schools, 
the earliness of the school-leaving age, 
and the absence of post-graduate courses. 
In the next place, it will give an immense 
stimulus to the local authorities—which 
now contribute about seventeen millions 
to education against the States sixteen 
millions—by making the State's grant 
proportionate to the local authority s zeal 
and efficiency. Finally, it will establish 
education on a basis of fiésh and blood, 
not on a basis of bricks and mortar. The 
teacher, Mr. Fisher. realises, is the main- 
spring of the educational machine. He 
asks for an additional grant of £3,450,000, 
of which £432,500 is ear-marked for 
secondary education. The loql authori- 
ties fix the teachers” salaries in England 
and Wales, and the chief object of the 
Government's scheme is the encourage- 
ment of local authorities to pay salaries 
which will be “ reasonably attractive to 
really able men.” The first result of the 
application of the Government s scheme 
will be a large and all-round increase of 
the salaries of primary and secondary 
teachers in England and Wales. 

Mr. Fisher laments the fact that 
the average salary of male head-teachers 
in English primary schools is only 
£176, and of female head-teachers 
£126. In Ireland 42 per cent. of the male 
head-teachers ' get less than £100, and 44 
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per cent. of the female head-teachers get 
lees than £80, The inevitable corollary 


of the new English grant is an equivalent 
grant for Ireland, to be devoted mainly 
to increased salaries for primary and 
secondary teachers. We may be told— 
though not, we think, by Mr. Fisher— 
that Ireland has no case because, in pro- 
portion to population, her Treasury grants 
for education are now in excess of those 
for England and Scotland. This argu- 
ment received its proper handling yester- 
day from the General Synod of tke Church 
of Ireland. It is utterly fallacious, 
because it takes no account of the local 
rates which exist in England and Wales 
and do not exist here. We ought, perhaps, 
to have local rates for education, and our 
present system may be unnatural; but 
the fact remains that our present system 
has been blessed by a succession of British 
Governments, that they have taken no 
steps to change it, and that, under the 
Act of Union, the British Government is 
responsible for the efficiency of Irish edu- 
cation. The evils which Mr. Fisher pro- 
poses to remedy flourish in an aggravated 
shape in Ireland, and reform must be 
simultaneous in the two countries. Our 
education is bad because so many of our 
teachers are discontented, because their 
lives are a constant struggle with poverty, 
because the present salaries fail to attract 
the best men and women to the service. 
In this matter there can be no question 
of nicely calculated less or more. Our 
teachers must be decently paid, and the 
British Government, which is finding the 
money—almost cheerfully—for England 
and Wales, must find it also for Ireland. 
We note with pleasure that Mr. Duke is 
taking up the Irish case. Our mem- 
bers of Parliament of all parties must 
form a solid phalanx behind him. re- 
land must insist that an equivalent graht 
be voted for her teachers—and that her 
teachers get it. 

It is natural that the General Synod 
should express its cordial sympathy with 
the teachers’ case, for a cognate problem, 
still nearer to 1ts own bosom, has engaged 
its most serious thought during the last 
three days, The Synod has appointed a 
commission to consider various questions 
of man-power which have been created by 
recent changes in the country’s social and 
economic life. In districts the 
clergy-are too few; in others they have 
not enough work to keep them from rust- 
ing; in every diocese educated men are 
living on stipends which make existence 
a bleak and unending struggle. All these 
problems hang together, and clerical 
poverty is the greatest and most urgent of 
them. The Synod has just recognised its 
gravity by granting a war bonus of £7,500, 
but this 18 only a palliative. Amalgama 
tion of parishes may find more work and 
better pay for some of the clergy; it is, 
however, a strictly limited remedy. The 
Church s total funds are very large, but 
most of them are locked up in trust funds 
of one kind or another: and these, the 
Primate insisted, with thé apparent ap- 
proval of the wholeSynod, are sacred. The 
problem is presented to us as almost in- 
soluble; yet it must be solved if the 
Church's spiritual vitality, traditions of 
scholarship, and humanising influence are 
to be maintained in a country which to- 
day needs them not less, but more, than 
in the past. Mr. Fisher said yesterday 
that many teachers bring the missionary 
spirit to their work, and, of course, we 
expect all our clergy to be strongly imbued 
with it. Nevertheless, so long as the 
Church permits her clergy to marry and 
requires them to observe the decencies of 
a gentle life, she cannot ignore their 
worldly welfare. They must be reason- 
ably ammune from the grosser anxieties of 
poverty. Many of them have no such 
immunity to-day, and—this may be a non 
sequitur, but it is a fact—the quality of 
other professions is beginning to benefit 
at the expense of the Church. There is 
an analogy, whether we like it or not, be- 
tween the cases of the clergy and the 
teachers. We hope that the General 
Synod’s new commission will bring courage 
and candour to its. task.

The Crisis in Spain. 


The resignation of the Spanish Cabinet 
yesterday marks a grave crisis in the 
affairs of the most important neutral State 
in Europe. Some obscurity invests its im- 
mediate circumstances, but the root causes 
of the Government's difficulties are plain 
enough, It is known that the Cabinet's 
resignation followed the receipt of Ger- 
many’s reply to the recent Spanish Note. 
The occasion of this Note was the cul- 
mination of the German submarine cam- | 
paign against Spanish shipping in the sink- 
ing of the coal steamer San Fulgencio, with 
every circumstance of indifference to the 
fate of the crew and of insult to the 
Spanish flag. Spain sent to Berlin 
a Note demanding satisfaction and guaran- 
tees for the future. From the fact that 
the German. reply to this Note has led to 
the Cabinet's resignation we may infer two 
things. In the first place, the German 
reply is unsatisfactory. In the next place, 
the Government does not feel itself strong 
enough to take the logical st a rupture 
of diplomatic relations—any has resigned 
in the hope of clearing up # doubtful and 
anxious situation. Count Romanones, the 
Liberal Premier, a good friend of the Allies, 
who has long enjoyed the complete con- 
fidence of the King, was, doubtless, per; 
sonflly ready to take active measures 
against Germany. His resignation is 
proof of his consciousness that such a 
policy would provoke serious internal] dis- 
sension. The Conservative Party is much 
infinenced by Germany, with, which 
country it has more affinity than with 
liberal Europe. At the other extreme 
are the workmen's associations, which are 
known to be contemplating action that 
would have the effect, though not the 
object, of making strong measures against 
Germany impbssible.. The Government has 
rashly, met labour discontent by suspend- 
ing the constitutional guarantees and sub- 
stituting military despotism for ordinary 
civil law. Labour in turn is preparing a 
revolutionary strike. This is the situation 
in which the Romanones Cabinet has abdi- 
cated responsibility. The outlook for Spain 
is dark. In the circumstances in which 
she is placed it is difficult to see how she 
can break with Germany. On the other 
hand, failure to do so must be disastrous. 
Continued licence to the German sub- 
marines to interrupt her coal cargoes will 
increase the formidable menace which dis- 
affected labour is already offering to the 
security of the State. i 


War Savings. 


No advice is less acceptable than the 
advice to exercise economy and thrift 
when it is addressed to persons whose 
earnings at the moment are greater than 
they had ever expected, or to persons 
whose possible savings do not seem worth 
an effort. A great many jof the people to 
whom the campaign conducted by the 
National War Savings Committee in Eng- 
land is chiefly addressed are in one 
position or the other, and the success of 
the campaign is noteworthy on that 


counp. Stories are still told of the 


travegances of working-class families in: 
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the great industrial areas, and, indeed, it 
is not strange that there should be nume- 
rous instances which prove the size of the 
task that the War Savings Committee 
undertook. The Committee puts its 
appeal as an appeal merely for the 
postponement of exceptional expendi- 
ture, so that labour, material, and 
services may not be diverted’ from the 
work of war. It adds that after the war, 
when trade may be dislocated to the dis- 
advantage of the workers, they will be 
very glad of their savings. As to the point 
that thereffort to save out of weekly wages 
is not worth the trouble—four shillings a 
week out /of forty means infinitely more 
self-denial than £40 out of £400 a year, 
and still seems nothing—the Committee 
has answered not with proverbs, but with 
the provision of machinery by which the 
cumulative value of small savings is pre- 
sented as something worth effort. Its work 
has begun this year to show good fruit. In 
the Committee's first year, March Ist, 1916, 
to the end of February, 1917, the number 
of war savings associations formed in Eng- 
land and Wales was 26,500, and of this 
number more than 10,000 were formed in 
January and February of the present year. 
There are now on the books of the associa- 
tions between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 
members, drawn probably in the main from 
those who have not previously saved. The 
organising work has cost less than 2s. for 
every £100 of the amount lent to the State 
by small investors during the time of the 
Committees activities. The Committee 
has now undertaken, in concert with 
various Government departments, a food 
economy campaign. This scheme, it was 
stated in Parliament on Wednesday, does 
not apply to Ireland. 


SYNOD NOTES.

(FROM OUR CHURCH CORRESPONDENT.) 
‘the report of the Representative Church 
Body, which came up for consideration at the 
opening oí the Synod yesterday, was fortunate 
in beth its. proposer and seconder. For, 
perhaps, the first time, the average mem- 
ber was able to follow the somewhat compli- 
cated financial details of the report with 
interest and intelligence. Mr. Maconchy dealt 
with really salient matters in the report clearly 
and euccinctly. The Church had an available 
capital of abont nine millions sterling. The 
increase im the Diocesan Stipend Fund 
amounted to about £5,000, as compared with 
£15,000 in the previous year, this decrease 
being largely due to the augmentations given 
to the clergy to meet increased expenses due 
to the war. 
He congratulated the Church on having the 
wisdom to conserve ita resources, and accumu- 
late a reserve which enabled her to meet euch 
exigencies as had arisen. Owing to the 
removal of the prohibition to invest securities 
only im trustee funds at. home, the Church was 
mvest in foreign securities—mainly 
and eo was able io lend these 
securities to the Government in the present 
crisis. The half per cent. bonus thus made 
available by the Government ehabled the Re- 
presentative Church Body to make such granis 
as they could not otherwise have done. The 
contributions made to the various Government 
Loans ee in all to no less than 
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Owing to the conservative policy of the 


Representative Body, it waa now able to make |) 
| call it a system 


available the sum of £7,000 as a special war 
bonus to the clergy, which sum had been 
allocated to the various dioceses on the 
bases of the number of clergy and the poor 
parish grants. Referring to the solvency of 
the superannuation scheme, Mr. 
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pointed out that ite administration had hither- | 


to been influenced rather by a spirit of cheer- 
ful optimmem than by financial orthodoxy 
He foreshadowed the possibility of their 
having to increase the percentage of assessment 
on incomes paid by the clergy in order tw 
ensure the financial stability of the echeme 


Sir James Stronge, in a very cogent speeci, 
urged the dioceses to supplement the grants 
made by the Representative Body to the clerey 
He was sympathetic with the clergy, whose 
incomes were imsufficient to meet the vastly 
increased cost of living. ; 


The report was put, page by page, by the 
Primate, and passed, after which Mr. Maconchy 
moved: several resolutions on poor parishes 
rlebe grants, glebe bonus, and special war 
Cosine to the clergy. With respect to glebe 
grants, a provision was introduced into the 
resolution that no clergyman ehould receive 
the glebe grant who had not signed the lease 
of hr glebe, 


— 


The Archdeacon of Down proposed, and 
Canon Tristram seconded, a resolution demand- 
ing that the Government should give its fair 
share of the equivalent grant to Ireland, and 
sympathising with the national teachers in 
the insufficient salaries received by. them. 
The proposer and seconder pointed out that 
the absence of local contributions in Ireland 
formed no siffficient reason why the teachers 
should be still further penalised. Canon 
Tristram bore emphatic testimony, based on 
thirty-six years’ experience, to the eplendid 
and self-acrificing work which the national! 
teachers are doing for the Church. 


A eomewhat exciting episode was furnished 
by Mr. John Leech’s motion on the training 
and instruction of candidates for the ministry 
of the Church. Before the motion came on, 
the Primate announced that a resolution had 
ust been passed unanimously by the arch- 
ishops and bishops, leaving to individual 
bishops the sole right of judging as to the 
suitability of such candidates. In passing such 
a resolution the bishops were but carrving out 
Canons XXI. and XXII. of the Church. The 
Primate, though refusing to exercise the richt 
to rule Mr. Leech out of order. appealed to 
him not to press his mbdtion. 

This appeal, however, was not acceded to 
by Mr. Leech, who urged that he was im- 
pelied by a strong sense of duty to propose 
his motion. He quoted geveral ‘authoritative 
witnesses to prove that candidates for Holy 
Orders were in some respects deficient in train. 
ing. He was seconded by Mr. Knight. The 
Bishop of Ossory replied at some length to the 
criliciamsa, and pointed out that recently the 
Church. had received a very large ehare in-the 
administration of the Divinity School, and that 
a hostel had been established for Divinity 
students, which was doing a Splendid work. ' 

He wae followed by Canon Tristram, w howe 
defence was well recerved by the Synod. As 
to the seven years’ training in dogmatic 
theology which some said waa desirable, Canon 
Tristram declared that seven years’ training 
in dogmatic theology would destroy the human 
element in any man. 

After an able and logical defence of the 
training of the clergy by the Archbishop. of 
Dublin, Mr. Leech replied to the various 
criticiarzns on his opening speech, and his reso- 
lution, having been put, was. rejected, on a 
show of hands, by a large majority, 


MR. DILLON AND RECRUITING,

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 
The General Synod of the Church of Irelanó 
resumed its deliberations yesterday in the 
Synod Hal!, Christ Church place, Dublin, the 

Primate presiding. 

The proceedings opened with the reading of 
Holy Scripture and prayer by the Bishop of 
Derry. 

The first order of the day was the report of 
the Representative Body for the year ended

nuation Fund from their annuities would fur- 
ther postpone finality of ascertainment: of the 
eventual total charges for superannuation. They 
had, therefore, to face a certain increase of 
£1,200 per annum, and a further unascertained 
amount, dependent upon unascertainable con- 
tingencies, not only as to the annuitanis re- 
ferred to, but as to the numbers of clergy who 
might receive benefits under the fund. On the 
1st of January last there were in existence 114 
clergymen who had retired upén annuities. Of 
these there were fourteen whose annuities were 
paid out of the Commutation Fund; twelve 
whose annuities were paid partly out of the 
Commutation Fund and partly out of the 
Superannuation Fund, and eighty-eight whose 
annuities were paid wholly out of the Super- 
annuation Fund. Even in the evtnt of 114 re- 


presenting the maximum number of clergymen 
retiring from active service, they should have 
eventually to make provision for 114 annuities 
fully charged upon the Supergennuation Fund, 
instead of, as ai present, 88 fully and 12 partly 
charged. A further somewhat alarming feature 
was that of the 88 above referred to no fewer 
than 19 were not over 65 years of age.
